Horatio Bottomley Dies 


In Hospital Free Ward: 


Man Who Might Have Been Premier 
Spurned Aid From Man 
Who Ruined Him 


ONCE A MILLIONAIRE 


LONDON—Horatio Bottomley, one 
‘of the most amazing figures of mod- 
ern England — editor, silver-tongued 
‘orator, millionaire, convict, pauper— 
died in a free Ward of Middlesex hos- 
pital last week, 

Bottomley, “the man who might 
have been Prime Minister,” died be- 
hind a screen which sheltered him 
‘from the sbares of his fellow charity 
patients. “He was operated on a week 
‘ago. At 73, a flabby old man, he was 
unable to fight very hard. 

Hig last public appearance came & 
few weeks ago when he applied for, 
‘and was refused, an old-age pension 
of $2 a week. 

His last of many interviews, about 
that time, was characteristic of him. 

“I cannot really believe,” he said, 
“that Mr. H. B. is going to end like 
this... ' 

“I could have got anywhere and 
been anything if I hed not made a 
fool of mysélf.” 

Born In Poverty 
. Bottomley wae brought up in mis- 
erable poverty. He was an Office boy 
at ten‘in a lawyer's office. His ac- 
quisitive Codkney mind absorbed a

azine, his prestige led to his ruin, He 


offered to help the governmem gell 
Victory bonds. ‘Through the ‘maga- 
zine, John Bull, he appealed to the 
public to buy, through him. The re- 
sponse staggered him. Millions of 
pounds flowed into his offices. He had 
to hire more clerks. He had not al- 
lowed for overhead, and he never 
knew how much money he had. He 
dipped into the Victory bond funds, 
and finally his structure crashed. 


He never came back. He tried to 
start another John Bull, this time 
called John Blunt. Its circulation the 
first week was almost 50,000; after a 
few months almost nothing. 


Loyal To Friends 


“I have. been a great personality,” 
he said in this last interview. “That's 
what people like—color. Something 
to stir the imagination. A great per- 
Sonality does not have to be pure as 
the driven snow, for the public loves 
him.

' Staying awake when you want to 
do so is one thing, but staying awake 
when you want to go to sleep is an- 
other, and it is most annoying. We 
are apt to complain and make a fuss 
if we lie awake. If our wakefulness 
becomes a habit, then we are victims 
of insomnia. 

To worry about not’ going to sleep 
ig the surest way to keep awake. If 
the wakefulness is due to pain or ill- 
ness, this is a matter of some con- 
cern, but the healthy norma! person 
suffers no harm from his failure to 
go to sleep promptly. ° 

There is no -hard-emd fast rule as 
to how much sleep ie required. The 
young and the old require more rest 
than does the person who is middie- 
aged. We should secure sufficient 
rest go as to be ready to get up at 
rising time, even though we may not 
be anxioug to leave our warm .*.d 
comfortable beds. Persona] experi-. 
ence wil} determine what the bed- 
time should be in each case; s0 as to 
allow for sufficient rest. 

It is the fear that he will not sleep 
which keeps the victim of insomnia 
awake, and it is the worry over not 
having slept. which makes him fee) 
tired. If such a person would rot 
fuss and toss and turn; if he would | 
relax quietly in bed, with mind and 
body at rest, he would secure suffici- 
ent rest even though he slept but 
jittle.

Thus, the roots and stem may 
be covered with soil, leaving about 
nine inches of the top growth expos-

will not be subject’ to damage by 
‘wind. In regions where late frosts 
oocur, it is a very desirable way to 
handle the plants. Should the tops 
‘be severely frozen, by uncovering a 
portion of the damaged stem, new 
growth will develop and rapidly form 
a new top. Dealing with all phase. 
‘of tomato culture, a new series pam- 
‘phiet may be obtained from the pub- 


seed crop at central cleaning plants. 

The results from this organized 
undertaking were highly gratifying 
and the growers, particularly those 
who had the cleaner and better grade 
of seed, found the séed crop much 
more profitable than hay.

FIGHTING PESTS 


Roughly speaking, insect enemies 
are divided into two groups,—those 
that eat holes in the foliage and 
those that suck out the juices. For 
the first-named, poison is usually ap- 
plied, while the suckers are attacked 
with a burning spray which pene- 
trates their hides. Often when both 
;are present, a combination of poison 
and something that burns, such as 

lime sulphur. and arsenate, give the 

best results. The damage from the 
biting insécts is usually quite ap- 
parent, but the presence of the other 
kind is only shown at first by a wilt- 
ing or withering of the foliage. For 
sucking pests, chief of which are 
the aphids or plant lice, spray with 
whale oil sOap, a quarter pound of 
soap toa gallon and a half of 
water; nicotine sulphate, or ‘Black 

Leaf 40’, or any other repellent se- 
cured from a reliable seed store. 

When fungus attacks the plants, the 

foliage usually, turns yellow 

brown, or white spots like mildew 
cover the leaves. Fungus is most 
common in warm, murky weather, 

Spraying with Bordeaux Mixture, or 

dusting with specially finely ground 

sulphur is advised, Sulphur dust will 
also protect hollyhocks and philox 
from rust if applied when the disease 
first shows itself.
